T H E OSKOSH SC A LPIN G ACC ID E N T. 


A C urious an d U n u s u a l Case. 
A few days ago we copied the particulars of 
the scalping oí a young girl at Oskosh, Wls., 
owing to her hair becoming entangled in some 
machinery. 
The Oskosh Northwestern haa 
the following later Intelligence concerning the 
agair: 
Amelia Grumall, the victim of the sad acci­ 
dent at Buekstafl’s mill, Is still alive and ap­ 
parently gaining. 
And although she keeps 
her bed most of the time, she is able to sit up 
and converse freely. 
Moreover, she has but 
very little pain. 
The scalp is now being tan­ 
ned at the fur store of August Richter, where 
it is examined by scores of curious people 
every day. 
The hair on the scalp Is four feet 
long. 
In some spots, however, it is some­ 
what torn out. 
The scalp itself is perfectly 
whole, and presents the appearance of a skull 
cap—and well it might. 
The eyebrows are attached to it, and Lije 
shade of the edge of the forehead conforms to 
the shape of the eye sockets, coming down 
slightly between the eyebrows where it covered 
the bridge of the nose. 
The skin is hard and 
tough and very thick. 
The sight of the scalp 
with its long head of hair sends a thrill of hor­ 
ror through the observer at the thought of the 
terrible accident which lifted it bodily froni 
the head of the poor girl, and that she still 
lives. 
Physicians pronounce it the only case 
on record,* and a thorough search through 
volums of medical lore Tails to produce a 
record of a case that bears any comparison. 
The article descriptive of the horrible occur­ 
rence which appeared in the Daily Northwest­ 
ern at the time, has been copied by almost 
every paper iu the United States, and declared 
the most wonderful occurrence the world had 
ever seen. 
Many supposed the article over­ 
drawn, but the physicians attending the case 
and those most familiar with the circum­ 
stances, pronounce it correct i i every par­ 
ticular—only that it is almost impossible to 
portray in language the horror of the awful 
catastrophe. 


R eb ellio n R e v e la tio n . 
Gov. Foote contributes to a Sunday issue of 
oue of the Washington dailies, a valuable his­ 
torical paper, in which he lets in some light 
upon the policy which induced Jeflerson Davis 
to enter upon the Hampton Roads conference. 
He shows by a series of incidents that at the 
time Davis was m collusion with Louis Na­ 
poleon, interested in the establishment of a 
Mexican Empire, and expecting French aid 
in procuring the services of some thirty thou­ 
sand Poles for the Confederate army. 
Gov. 
Foote introduced resolutions into the Confede­ 
rate Congress in support of the Monroe doc­ 
trine, believing that a good basis for bringing 
about union betweeu the warriug sections. 
He states that these were opposed strenuously 
by Davis’ 
particular friends in Congress', 
and that when Francis P. Blair, sen., was 
in Richmond on his peace mission, there was 
a nominal change of front. 
Mr. Davis sent 
Stephens and Hunter to Hampton Roads, the 
latter as a marplot, without doubt, as he was 
one of the mo3t pronounced iu favor of con­ 
tinuing the war then to be found in the south. 
Mr. Foote evidently writes to set himself right 
in Confederate history as to his object in mov­ 
ing resolutions of peace in their Congress. 
He gives the interesting statement that Gen. 
Joe.Johnson declared to him, after Hood was 
placed in command of his army, that tho pro­ 
longation or close of the war would be due en­ 
tirely to the rapidity or tardiness of General 
Sherman’s movements, and that whenever he 
should get within the confines of Virginia, the 
fall of Richmond was certaiu. 
He also stated 
that there was then nothing to prevent Sher­ 
man’s march through Georgia aud the Caro­ 
linas. 
Upon tills presentation of the general’s 
views and his own belief in Mr. Davis’ object 
in the Mexican intrigues, Mr. Foote acted in 
favor of peace, 
lie fairly claims he was justi­ 
fied.

rfotliing Strange. 
The old Greek fable of Nemesis is the sym­ 
bol of national as well as personal suffering 
on account of violated law. For instance, the 
panic and monetary collapse through which 
we are passing is just as readily traceable to 
its course as consumption in a family is often 
traceable to a damp cellar under a house.— 
Our necessary but unnatural economic meas­ 
ures during the war have brought us to this 
pass. For ten years this bubble has floated 
intact in the air. But the wind pre-destined 
to explode it has been rising ever since the 
over-issue of those days. We discounted in 
advance, to pay the tremendous expenses of a 
civil war, the prosperity of fifty years. This 
is the simple truth. Brokers, bankers and 
other professional financiers may wrap up the 
case with strings of technical talk, but it is 
the old impossibility of eating your cake and 
saving it at the same time. We must all lose 
something, whether we have money or 
power to labor for money; and the dictate 
of both science and common sense is that we 
eacli lose our share with as little power as we 
can.

Madrid, Sept. 27—Evening.—General Ce­ 
babas and Minister Maisonave arrived at Ali­ 
cante Friday and were enthusiastically received 
by the people. 
The efforts of foreign Consuls to prevent the 
bombardment of the city by the insurgent 
men-of-war failed. 
Admiral Yelverton de­ 
clined to go beyond his instructions from Lon­ 
don, which were to maintain an absolutely 
neutral positiou. All the merchant shipping 
left the port and anchored outside. The Brit-» 
lsh fleet was moored in the harbor on the right, 
the French on the left of the harbor and 
eleven other men-of-war, including Germans, 
occupied the centre. Inside these iiues tho 
rebel ir n-clads Numancia and Mendez Numez 
took up positions and prepared to bombard 
the place. The German commander at the 
last moment offered to stop hostilities, but tho 
English and French commanders refused to 
join him in the act. The bombardment opened 
at five o’clock this (Saturday) morning and 
500 projectiles, some filled with petroleum, 
wero thrown into the city. Great damage 
was done and several edifices are in ruins. A 
vigorous tire was returned from the forts and 
batteries on shore, with cflect, for at the end 
of seven hours the rebel iron-clad» slipped 
their cables and withdrew in a damaged condi­ 
tion. Minister Maisonave telegraphed at noon 
to-dny that the bombardment had ended and 
declared that it was a wanton outrage, which 
should be held up to tho reprobation of Eu­ 
rope. The men-of-war Yittoria and Alamruza, 
recently released by the British, will bo dis­ 
patched to the relief of Alicante. 
Madrid, Sept. 28.—The Cortes on re-assem­ 
bling will proceed to the election of President 
of the Republic. Castelar aiul Salmerón are 
the more prominent candidates. 
Further particulars of the bombardment of 
Alicante show that the insurgents directed 
their tire chiefly at the castle,which overhangs 
the town at an altitude of 400 feet, hoping 
that by the fall of its walls a part of the city 
might be destroyed. One shell struck the 
public building in which tiie national and city 
authorities were assembled. The city walls 
were damaged in several places. The rebel 
vessels at one lime came close to the shore, 
but were driven oil by the rapid and well- 
directed fire from the jetty. Tho Mendez Nu- 
mez lost her funnel. Minister Maisonave visit­ 
ed the most assailed points during tho action 
and encouraged the men at the guns. 
DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 
Tvro-Thtrde o f Fairplay. Col., De­ 
stroyed. 
Denver, Col., Sept. 28.—Two-thirds of the 
mining town of Fairplay, Colorado, was de 
stroyed by fire Friday night. The weather is 
already extremely cold. Some churches took 
up collections to-dav for the sufferers. 


FALLING IN OF A WALL. 
One Man Killed. 
Cincinnati, Sept. 27.—Late this afternoon 
a portion of the rear wall of the five story 
warehouse of Cupples Sc Co., corner of Second 
and Chestnut streets, fell in, opening a gap 
in the building fifty feet wide from the ground 
to the roof. Three men, named Thomas Mier, 
D. N. Tickler and Mr. Davis, who wero work­ 
ing on the third story, were carried out with 
the wall and Mier and Fickler covered with 
two or three feet of debris. Mier was fatally 
hurt and Fickler badly cut about the head and 
body. Davis escaped unhurt. 
The building 
was new, Cupples A Co. just, moving in. The 
cause of the accident was inadequate streugth 
of the jners on the ground floor to sustain the 
wall above.

REPORTED YELLOW FEVER AT CAIRO. 
Cairo, 111., Sept. 28.—Considerable uneasi­ 
ness over the prevalence in this city of what 
has hitherto been denominated a congestive 
form of bilious fever, but which some physi­ 
cians pronounce yellow fever modified by a 
northern climate. Only six or eight fatal case3 
have occurred and these were confined to those 
whose business kept them on or near tho river. 
There is more sickness here than the city has 
experienced for years and in a majority of the 
cases the symtoms are similar to and resem- 
blo those of yellow fever in a mild form. 
SIXTEEN DEATH3 IN MEMPHIS. 
Memphis, Sept. 28.—Sixteen yellow fever 
interments here to-day. The weather is quite 
unfavorable for an abatemeut of the disease.

Tiie certified checks will be received by the 
different banks and bankers of the association 
on deposit and in payment of note3 due them, 
which certified checks shall be redeemed by 
the parties certifying iu loan certificates is­ 
sued by the controlling committee upon de­ 
posits of collateral security, as agreed upon at 
their daily meetings. Each bank will regu­ 
late its own exchange with other cities. This 
arrangement goeB into effect ou the 29th of 
September and will continued until Nov. 1st, 
1873.

The committee appointed on Friday 
night to consider and report a plan submitted 
two reports, which were essentially the same, 
the only difference being that one recom­ 
mended the adoption of the New York plan Id 
all its details, while the other recommended 
the adoption of something similar to it. After 
a prolonged discussion both reports were 
tabled by a majority vote. The situation here 
is, therefore, essentially unchanged. Con­ 
siderable currency arrived yesterday, a large 
portion of which went into the banks and there 
has been no serious druiu upon either the 
national or savings institutions.

Gentlemen:—In response to the views you 
have communicated to me touching the present 
stringency in the money market of the coun­ 
try, and the necessary steps to restore confi­ 
dence to legitimate trade and commerce, I 
have the honor to communicate the following: 
The government is desirous ef doing all in 
its power to relieve the present unsettled con­ 
dition of business affairs, which is holding 
back the immense resources of the country 
now awaitiug transportation to the sea-board 
and a market. Confidence on the part of the 
people is the first thing needed to relieve the 
condition and to avert the threatened de­ 
struction of business with its accompanying 
disasters to hll classes of the people. To es° 
tablish this feeling the government is willing to 
take the legal measures at its command,but it 
is evident that no government efforts will 
avail without the active co-operation of 
the banks and moneyed 
corporations 
of the country. With the $14,000,000 already 
paid out in tho purchase of the government 
indebtedness and the withdrawal of their 
large deposits from the Treasury, the banks 
are now strong enough to adopt a liberal poli­ 
cy on their part and by a generous system of 
discounts to sustain the business interests of 
the country. Should such a course be pursued 
the $44,000,000 of reserve will be considered 
n3 money in the Treasury to meet the de­ 
mands of public necessity as the circum­ 
stances of the country may require. Close 
attention will be given to the course pursued 
by those who have the means at their com­ 
mand, of rendering all the aid necessary 
to restore trade to its proper channels and 
condition. With a view of strengthening the 
hands of those who carry out the measures 
above indicated, orders have already been 
issued for the prepayment of the interest ac­ 
cruing in November.

James Gardiner, pilot of the ferry-boat 
Union, fell between a sailing yacht aud a 
barge Friday evening and being struck by the 
yacht’s bow had his breast crushed, and was 
instantly killed. 
It appears that Mr. Gardiner 
bad been out sailing in tin} afternoon with J 
Frank Brown, Thomas Ranisdelt and some 
ladies, in Mr. RamsdeH's yacht. 
At aliout 6 
o’clock P. M. Hie deceased, who was steering, 
run the yacht alongside of a lumber barge at 
Skidmore’s dock and leaving Hie tiller ran 
forward to “ fend” Hic yacht off, wheu lie was 
caught between tile mast and the guard of the 
barge and held. 
Mr. Ramsdell ran forward 
mid shoved the yacht oil, when tile unfortun­ 
ate man dropped to the dock and died in leas 
than a minute.

The Thomas Powali has been haule<J off for 
repairs. A new shaft will be put in and other 
repairs made.. 
Captain Bell, of the Sunnyside, who lately 
resigned, has concluded to stay in thd employ 
of the Citizens’ Line. He takes the place of 
pilot Watson Dutcher, on the Powell, and the 
latter goes on the Sunnyside. 
John H. Lasher, living two miles north of 
Coeymaus, plowed up the other day several 
specimens of ore, whicb, from it weight, indi 
cated a large per centage of iron. He has on 
his farm a considerable quantity of what is 
known as bog ore. 
John Lennon, deck band 00 the Boston 
ferry-boat, was iustantly killed last evening 
about 5 o’clock, just as the boat arrived from 
East Albany. He was engaged in turuing 
the cog wheel on the bridge float when a large 
boom on a pile driver lying just south of the 
ferry slip fell across the bridge, and, iu break­ 
ing in two, the upper part came down into 
the carriageway. The tackle-block at the end 
of the boom struck Lennon on the head, crush­ 
ing hi3 skull. The boom was thirty feet long, 
and extended over the bridge,being suspended 
by a rope from the top of the derrick, which 
is about fifty feet high. Thederriek belongs to 
the bridge company, and it is said their atten­ 
tion had been called to the dangerous position 
in which it was lying. Several passengers 
had narrow escapes from being struck by the 
falling timber. 
One was slightly bruised. 
Lennon was thirty years old and had been 
married only two months. 
James Gardiuer, pilot of the ferry-boat 
Union, fell between a sailing yacht and a 
barge Friday eveuing and being struck by the 
yacht’s bow bad his breast crushed, and was 
instantly killed. It appears that Mr. Gardiner 
had been out sailing in the afternoon with 
Frank Brown, Thomas Ramsdell and some 
ladies, in Mr. Ramsdell’s yacht. 
At about C 
o’clock P. M. the deceased, who was steering, 
ran the yacht alongside of a lumber barge at 
Skidmore’s dock and leaving the tiller ran 
forward to “ fend” the yacht off, when lie was 
caught between tiie mast and the guard of the 
barge and held. Mr. Ramsdell ran forward 
and shoved the yacht of], when the unfortun­ 
ate man dropped to the deck and died in less 
than a minute. His remains were placed upon 
a barge, when the coroner was sent for and 
the jury returned a verdict in accordance with 
the facts. He leaves a wife and two children, 
and the third addition to his family is expected 
hourly. — Neicburgh Journal. 


A n Im p o rta n t In v e n tio n b y a K in g s ­ 
to n U la n . 
The Official Gazette oí the United States 
Patent Office, of the date of August 19th, 
contains the drawings and plans of a patent 
granted to Mr.Wrn. D. Farraud, late of Paris 
hut now of New York, for an Engine and Lo- 
motive Spark Arrester. Before leaving France 
he placed bis arrester upon a locomotive of 
one of the leading railroads running from 
Pari3 through the provinces, upon trial, and 
60 thoroughly satisfied were the officials of the 
road with its success, they determined to 
place it upon all of their newly manufactured 
locomotives. The inventor has opened nego­ 
tiations with the principal railroads running 
out of New York city to introduce ids patent 
on the locomotives of those lines. The work­ 
men of (he machine shops of the N. Y. C. «fe 
II. R. II. arc now engaged in constructing an 
engine upon which the arrester is to he placed. 
According to the Official Gazette, “ The 
smoke and lion-consumed products of com­ 
bustion ascend a curved flue and empty into 
a laterally enlarged chamber, from which they 
arc driven iuto a water reservoir by force of 
the exhaust steam, thence out through two 
side flues. The water is prevented from being 
forced out by two guards at the contracted 
mouth of the reservoir, thus preventing the 
escape of smoke, dust, sparks and cinders, 
and being an eflectual preventive of confla­ 
grations arising from their expulsiou through 
the smoke flue in the ordinary manner.”— 
Without doubt the invention is an exceedingly 
valuable one. Mr. Farrand’s family are resi­ 
dents of this city.

It is the opinion of Dr. Crispell that the 
lad’s death resulted from the injuries to his 
chest, and that had only the skull been frac­ 
tured there is every reasou to suppose he 
would have recovered. 
Heury is in a fair way to recover, although 
the surgeons pronounce the fracture of his leg 
a very severe oue. The horse which caused 
the double misfortune has never been con­ 
sidered a vicious animal, and it is supposed 
the two lads exasperated it by continued 
plav.

Loas about H ,0 00 -A Dying W om .'B 
carried out of a Burning House - 
TbeWork. of Incendiaries. 
About half-past one o'clock 011 Monday 
mo ruing The Freeman night force discovered 
a light apparently caused by a fire in the di 
rection of Meadow street The alarm was 
quickly sounded and Weber Hose carriage and 
Lackawanna steamer were drawn to the scene 
of the fire, the other engines and carriages 
arriving soon after. The flames were found 
to proceed from the blacksmith shop of Thom 
as Partían, on the north side of Meadow street, 
just below Division, which was wrapped in 
fire and the blaze communicating to the frame 
tenement adjoining, owned by the heirs of 
Patrick Jordan, deceased. The engines were 
soon at work, when the fire was quickly got 
under control, though not before the black­ 
smith shop was entirely destroyed and the 
tenement pretty thoroughly gutted. 
When the tenement caught fire it was the 
scene of the wildest excitement, the frantic in­ 
mates seeming almost beside themselves in 
efforts to remove their property. It was oc­ 
cupied by Mrs. Ann Jordan, widow of Patrick 
Jordan, James Brophie, Thomas/Quirk, Thom­ 
as Meehan, Mrs. McGowan and a family whose 
name we could not learn. The case of Mrs. 
McGowau was peculiarly distressing. She 
had long been prostrated by consumption and 
was actually 011 ber dying bed, being carried 
out of the building gasping for the few re­ 
maining breaths allotted to her in this world. 
The tenants saved about all of their property, 
although much of it was iu a dangerous state, 
caused by the phrenzied work of those who in 
their would-be eflorts to assist recklessly threw 
everything they could get hold of out of tho 
doors and windows. One man hurled a heavy 
bed-post out of the upper window and in its 
fall it narrowly missed a woman’s head. Had 
it struck her, in the words of a bystauder, 
“ She 
would 
never 
have 
known 
what struck her.” One man who was busy 
heaving things out-doors when the first stroam 
was turned on, came rushing out and wanted 
to tight the men who held tae pipe for wetting 
him. The wetness didn’t seem to cool him 
much. 
We learn that there was an insurance of 
$1,500 on the Jordan building and a small 
sum 011 Partlan’s. The entire loss will proba­ 
bly not exceed $2,000. The work was un­ 
doubtedly that of an incendiary, as the fire 
originated in a shed connected with the black­ 
smith shop, where no fire was used and where 
no one connected with the shop had been since 
Saturday evening.
